(Assented  to  20th  June,  1858.) 

WHEREAS  an  association  of  persons  hath  Preamble 
existed  since  the  month  of  May,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  in  the 
City  of  Montreal,  in  Lower  Canada,  under  the

6.  The  Entrance  Fee  is  two  hun- 
tlred  and  fifty  dollars  and  the 
Annual  Subscription  fifty  dollars; 
the  subscription  is  pavable  in  ad- 
vance, on  the  15th  of  April  in  each 
year;  but  the  subscription  of  new 
members  balloted  for  on  or  after 
the  first  day  of  January  in  any  year 
shall  extend  to  the  15th  of  April  in 
the  following  year. 

Members  who  have  paid  the  en- 
trance fee  and  whose  permanent 
place- of  residence  is  distant  at  least 
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one  hundred  miles  from  the  City  of 
Montreal  may  have  their  names  pliced 
upon  a  list  of  non-resident  members 
and  shall  have  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  (,f  the  Club  on  payment 
of  half  the  amount  of  annual  contri-  * 
bution  required  from  ordinary  resi- 
dent members. 

7.  No  member  shall  be  adnutted  to  Member,  p.y 
vote  or  enjoy  any  of  the  privileges  of  ^'""  v"*'"*. ««. 
the  Club,  until  he  shall  have  paid 
whatever  Entrance  Fee  or  Subscrip-

on  or  before  the  loth  day  of  June, 
the  Secretary  shall  report  the  facts 
to  the  Committee,   who  shall  cause 
his  name  to  be  erased  from  the  list  of 
Members;    but  he  may  be  re-admit- 
ted by  the  Committee  upon  assigning 
to  them  reasons  which  they  may  con- 
sider satisfactory  for   his  failure  of 
payment.

11.  Any  member  who  may  be  ab- 
sent from  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
during  the  whole  period  for  which 
the  Annual  Subscription  is  payable, 
may  be  consideced  as  a  Supernu- 
merary Member  and  shall  pay  an 
Annual  Subscription  of  Ten  dollars 
(to  be  collected  only  from  those  who 
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may  be  placed  on  this  list  after  1st 
April,  1895)  during  the  continuance 
of  such  absence,    but   any   member 
avaihng   himself   of   this   indulgence 
must  notify  the  Secretary  bv  letter 
posted  before  the  15th  day  of  April 
of  the  first  year  of  his  absence,  other- 
wise he  shall  pay  the  regular  Annual 
Subscription  for  that  year.

12.  The  following  persons  shall  be 
eligible  for  election  as  privileged 
members  without  payment  of  an 
entrance  fee,  but  subject  to  payment 
of  $25.00  for  each  period  of  six 
months  dated  from  the  date  of  their 
election,  and  subject  to  the  Pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution  and  Regu- 
lations of  the  Club. 

Officers  in  His  Majesty's  Army 
and  Navy,  and  persons  holding  mili- 
tary and  civil  appointments  under 
the  Imperial  Government,  who  may 
be  stationed  in  Canada  for  an  indefi- 
nite period,  and  officers  of  His 
Majesty's  Active  Militia  Permanent 
Force  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 
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and  also  any  member,  civil  or 
military,  of  the  staflf  of  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor-General  for  the 
time  being. 

Every  candidate  proposed  as  a 
privileged  member  shall  be  stated  to 
be  so  on  the  List  of  Candidates  for 
election  which  is  posted  in  the  coffee- 
room. 

No  candidate  for  privileged  mem- 
bership shall  be  placed  on  the  list 
until  the  cause  of  the  privilege  has 
been  sanctioned  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Committee. 

Privileged  members  shall  enjoy  all 
the  advantages  of  the  Club,  except 
that  of  being  elected  members  of  the  ' 
Committee,  of  voting  in  the  aflFairs  of 
the  Club,  or  of  introducing  strangers 
as  fortnightly  guests. 

Privileged  members  elected  as 
such  under  any  provision  of  the

At   this   meeting   the   Committee  Annual  Report 
shall  submit  a  report  and  an  annual  ''""'**^ 
financial  statement  of  the  Club  for  the 
past  year. 

The  report  and  annual  financial 
statement  are  printed  and  laid  on  the 
table  in  the  reading-room  of  the  Club 
at  least  one  week  before  the  annual 
meeting,  and  a  copy  can  be  had  by  a 
member  on  application  to  the  Secre- 
tary's office. 

All  new  propositions  that  are  to  be  New  proposition, 
submitted    to    the    Annual    General 
Meeting,    whether    emanating    from 
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the  Committee  or  from  inilividual 
members,  shall  be  posted  conspicu- 
ously  m  the  coffee-room  for  fourteen 
days  previously,  duly  signed  by  the 
proposer  and  seconder,  and  this  shall 
be  sufficient  notice  that  they  are  to  be 
taken  into  consideration. 

Twenty  qualified  members  are  ne- 
cessary to  constitute  an  annual  or 
special  meeting  of  the  Club.

of     Management     may     invite    any 
Gentleman  composing  their  personal 
staff,  the  General  commanding  H.  M. 
Regular   Forces   in   Canada  and   his 
staff,  and  the  General  commanding 
the  Militia  of  Canada  and  his  staff,  to 
become  Visitors  of  the  Club  during 
any  temporary  residence  in  Montreal, 
and  they  shall  enjoy  all  advantages 
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of  Membership  except  those  of  voting 
or  of  introducing  a  friend. 

36.  Any  article  of  this  Constitution 
may  be  altered,  amended,  or  sus- 
pended for  any  range  of  time  by  con- 
sent of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  at  any  meeting  specially  con- 
vened for  that  purpose;  but  such 
alteration,  amendment  or  suspension 
must  be  specified  in  the  notice  sum- 
moning such  meeting.

COMMITTEE. 

The  ordinary  weekly  meetings  are  held  every 
Friday,  at  5.30  o'clock  p.m.,  at  which  three  shall 
form  a  quorum.  The  Committee  may  change 
the  day  and  hour  of  said  meeting  and  make  them 
fortnightly  during  the  summer.  In  the  absence 
of  the  duly  appointed  Chairman,  a  Chairman  for 
the  day  will  be  first  elected,  and  the  minutes  of 
the  last  meeting  having  been  read,  the  question 
is  put  by  the  Chairman  "that  they  be  con- 
firmed, " 

If  the  minutes  be  objected  to  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  present,  the  objection  will  be 
reserved  for  consideration^  either  at  an  extra- 
ordinary meeting  or  at  the  next  ordinary  meet- 
ing, as  may  be  decided  upon,  and,  if  not  ob- 
jected to  then,  the  Chairman  will  affix  his 
signature  thereto. 

Aftor  the  disposal  of  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
vious meeting,  all  such  matters  as  require  the 
consideration   of   the   Committee   are   brought 
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before   them,  and   are  discussed   and  decided 
upon. 

For  the  dispatch  of  business,  the  Committee 
will  at  each  weekly  meeting  appoint  two  of 
their  number,  to  be  called  the  "Active  Com- 
mittee," to  superintend  the  ordinary  business 
of  the  Club,  and  submit  a  weekly  report  of 
their  proceedings. 

SECRETARY  AND  MANAGER. 

As  Manager,  he  has  the  general  control  and 
superintendence  of  the  establishment,  under  the 
Committee. 

As  Secretary,  he  attends  all  meetings  of  the 
Committee  and  Active  Committee,  notes  their 
resolutions,  and  minutes  them  in  the  book  of 
their  proceedings. 

In  all  his  written  official  communications  he 
will  state  expressly  that  they  are  made  by  direc- 
tion of  the  Committee. 

Besides  his  attendance  upon  the  Committee, 
he  conducts,  with  the  aid  of  a  Bookkeeper  and 
clerks,  the  official  correspondence  of  the-  Club, 
draws  up  Reports,  keeps  regular  accounts  of  all 
the  financial  concerns  of  the  Club,  an  account  of 
the  wine  and  other  stores  in  the  Stock  Cellars, 
and  accounts  with  the  Steward,  Barman  and 
Housekeeper  for  wines  and  stores  delivered  for 
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the  consumption  of  members  and  for  the  use  of 
the  establishment;  examines  the  accounts  of 
the  Tradesmen  previousl>  to  their  being  sub- 
mitted for  final  adjustment,  and  pays  the  same 
when  passed  by  the  Committee. 

He  ascertains  that  all  the  goods  and  pro- 
visions delivered  are  in  strict  accordance  with 
the  orders  given,  and  are  correctly  charged  in 
the  Tradesmen's  Books,  and  he  signs  such  books. 

He  receives  information  upon  all  subjects  con- 
nected with  the  business  of  the  Club,  and  par- 
ticularly all  matters  relating  to  the  members 
thereof. 

He  submits  to  the  Committee  a  weekly  state- 
ment of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
Club. 

He  places  before  the  Committee  the  receipts 
for  payment  which  have  been  authorized  by  the 
Committee  at  its  previous  meeting,  with  the 
exception  of  such  as  are  paid  directly  by  the 
Treasurer,  and  deposits  moneys  received  by  him 
in  the  Bank.  He  enjoys  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Club  if  he  is  a  member. 


BOOKKEEPER. 

The  Bookkeeper  has  control  of  the  office  under 
the  Secretary,  and  shall  attend  to  all  '.vork 
appertaining  to  the  office.  _,..  ■. 
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He  shall,  if  the  Manager  so  desires,  attend  to 
the  receiving  of  wines  and  cigars  and  the  giving 
out  of  the  same  to  the  Bar.  as  well  as  perform 
other  duties  which  may  from  time  to  time  be 
conferred  on  him  by  the  Secretary.  Office 
hours  shall  be  from  1st  April  to  1st  October. 
9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  or  later  if  necessarv;  from  1st 
October  to  1st  April.  9.15  a.m..  bJt  one  office 
hand  must  be  in  attendance  dailv  to  6  p  m 
except  Sunday.  *

HOUSEKEEPER. 

She  is  responsible  for  the  cleanliness  and  order 
of  the  house,  the  conduct  of  the  female  servants 
the  cpre  of  the  linen  and  liveries,  and  checks  the 
same    both  on  its  delivery  to  and  return  from 
the  Laundress  and  Tailors. 

STEWARD. 

The  Steward  has  general  control,  under  the 
Manager,  of  all  the  men  servants.  Examines  the 
pantry  and  ice  boxes  morning  and  evening,  and 
every  evening  after  dinner,  with  the  Chef,  goes 
over  the  kitchen  larders  and  then  makes  up  the 
market  list  for  the  following  dav.  He  goes  over 
the  Chef's  Bill  of  Fare  book  every  evening  after 
dinner  and  leaves  it  on  the  Secretary's  desk 
the  same  evening,  and  sees  that  the  office  clerk 
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gets  It  by  10  a.m.  t<»  opy.  He  purcha.se.s  the 
fish,  vegetables,  meat,  etc.,  required  for  the 
Club,  and  makes  an  early  personal  selection  of 
the  same  in  the  markets  and  elsewhere  He 
receives  all  orders  for  dinners,  etc.,  and  sees  the 
same  are  properly  carried  out. 

He  accounts  daily  with  the  Secretary  for  all 
moneys  received  by  him. 

He  makes  the  established  charges  for  all  pro- 
visions, wines,  etc..  extends  the  members'  lulls 
and  deposits  them  in  the  office,  keeps  a  book 
with  the  different  charges  for  dififerent  articles 
at  different  sea.sons. 


HEAD  WAITER. 

The  Head  Waiter  has  the  control  and  super- 
mtendence,  under  the  Steward,  of  the  waiters, 
and  is  responsible  for  their  conduct  and  cleanly 
appearance,  and  that  they  carry  out  the  different 
duties  assigned  to  them,  and  in  case  of  negligence 
or  misconduct,  he  reports  the  same  to  the  Man- 
ager. He  has  custody  of  the  China,  Crockery, 
Plate,  etc.,  of  which  he  must  take  stock  once'a 
month,  and  said  stock  book  shown  the  Secretary 
after  stock  is  taken. 
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HEAD  BILLIARD  MARKER. 

The  Head  Billiard  Marker  has  the  control, 
under  the  Manager,  of  the  Billiard  Rooms,  and 
has  custody  of  the  cues,  balls,  etc.,  etc.  He  is 
responsible  for  the  conduct  and  appearance  of 
the  markers. 


BARMAN. 

He  has  the  ctistody  of  all  Wines.  Liquors, 
Cigars,  etc.,  as  issued  to  him  by  the  Manager. 

He  accounts  daily  to  the  Secretary  for  all 
moneys  received  from  the  members,  and  gives  in 
an  account  of  all  amounts  due  by  members  for 
supplies  received  from  the  Bar.  He  is  charged 
w*h  any  deficiency  that  may  occur  in  the  stock 
v.  Wines,  Liquors,  Cigars,  etc.,  placed  in  his 
custody. 


CHEF. 

The  Chef  has  the  immediate  direction- of  the 
Kitchen  Department,  and  of  the  A.^-istants 
therein  as  far  as  concerns  the  performance  of 
their  duties;  he  prepares  the  daily  Bill  of  Fare 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Steward,  who  re- 
ports it  to  the  Manager  for  approval,  keeps  all 
orders  for  the  issue  of  the  Kitchen  supplies  for 
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daily  comparison  with  the  Dinner  Bills.  No 
supplies  shall  be  issued  without  an  order.  Must 
visit  larders  with  the  Stewanl  after  dinner  in 
order  to  make  out  the  market  list  for  the  follow- 
ing day. 


HALL  PORTER. 

He  enters  in  his  book  once  a  day  the  name  of 
every  member  coming  into  the  Club  House 

Strangers  calling  to  see  members  are  shewn 
into  the  Reception  Room,  and  intimation  of 
their  arrival  is  immediately  sent  to  the  member 
inquired  for. 

Answer  the  door  bell  at  Ladies'  entrance. 

If  a  letter  for  an  absent  member  be  applied  for 
by  another  who  may  wish  to  forward  it,  the  latter 
will  be  required  to  pay  the  postage  (if  any),  and 
to  sign  an  acknowledgment  in  the  Porter's  book 
of  his  having  received  the  letter,  in  case  of  any 
future  question,  but  this  must  only  be  done  with 
the  authorization  of  the  absent  member. 

He  has  charge  of  the  Lavatories,  Library, 
Caf6s  and  Smoking  Roo  is,  the  fires  in  them, 
also  the  newspapers,  and  sees  that  the  rooms  are 
kept  regularly  supplied  with  writing  materials. 
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WAITERS. 

^  The  Waiters  and  all  other  servants  in  the 
Establishment  are  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
Manager,  and  under  him  to  the  heads  of  the 

different  departments,  and  perform  such  duties 

as  he  or  they  may  prescribe. 

HOUSEMAN. 

The  Houseman  cleans  all  windows,  blinds, 
brasses,  rugs,  mdts,  verandah,  and  cleans  out 
the  grates  and  lights  the  fires,  cleans  knives, 
brushes  boots  of  members  in  coat-room  when 
called  on,  waters  flowers  and  assists  House- 
keeper whenever  called  upon.  Commences  work 
daily  at  4  a.m. 


YARDMAN. 

The  Yardman  lights  the  fires,  prepares  kind- 
ling wood,  conveys  fuel  at  proper  times  to  the 
various  apartments,  keeps  ice-boxes  filled,  keeps 
the  sidewalks  of  the  Club  and  yard  in  rear  of  the 
House  constantly  clean,  and  performs  all  such 
other  duties  as  the  Manager  from  time  to  time 
may  direct.  He  also  assists  the  women  serv- 
ants in  house-cleaning,  when  called  on  to  do  so 
by  the  Housekeeper.    Commences  work  daily  at

GENERAL  SERVANTS'  REGULATIONS. 

No  officers  or  servants  shall  receive  any 
present  from  members  of  the  Club;  and  any 
tradesmen  detected  in  giving  presents  will  not 
be  dealt  with  hereafter. 

No  male  servant  shall  absent  himself  from 
the  Club  House  without  leave  from  the  Mana- 
ger, nor  any  female  servant  without  leave  from 
the  Housekeeper. 

No  stranger  will  be  admitted  into  the  Club 
House  except  on  business,  and  the  servants  are 
strictly  prohibitetl  from  receiving  visitors  or 
followers. 

Servants  on  duty  in  the  coffee-room  must  not 
leave  it,  unless  sent  by  the  head  waiter  or  a  mem- 
ber. 

Servants  absent  without  leave  will  have  their 
wages  stopped  during  said  absence  and  be  liable 
to  instant  dismissal.  Servants  who  are  late  in 
reporting  for  duty  will  be  fined. 

Servants  while  on  duty  must  not  talk  to  each 
other  except  on  matters  connected  with  their 
work,  and  then  in  a  low  tone;  and  no  servant  is 
permitted  to  address  an  individual  member  in 
the  house  on  matters  either  personal  or  relative 
to  the  concerns  of  the  Club.  All  communica- 
tions of  the  latter  kind  should  be  made  to  the 
Secretary  for  the  information  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 
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If  any  money  or  articles  are  found  by  the 
servants  of  the  Club  House,  they  are  to  be  de- 
livered to  the  Manager. 

No  application  for  the  re-appointment  of  a 
servant  who  may  have  been  dismissed  on  the 
representation  of  a  member  will  be  read  or 
taken  into  consideration,  unless  it  comes  through 
and  is  recommended  by  the  member  on  whose 
representation  he  or  she  was  dismissed. 

ENTRANCE  HALL. 

No  stranger  will  be  permitted  to  view  the 
house  unless  accompanied  by  a  member,  and 
then  only  between  the  hours  of  10  to  12  a.m., 
except  by  special  permission  of  a  member  of 
the  Committee. 

No  large  boxes  or  articles  of  baggage  belong- 
ing to  a  member  will  be  admitted  into  the  hall, 
and  bags  or  portmanteaus  sent  by  members 
wishing  to  dress  will  be  conveyed  to  the  dress- 
ing-room. 


COFFEE-ROOM. 

Breakfast  may  be  served  from  eight  until 
noon;  luncheon  and  dinners  from  one  o'clock 
P.M.  until  eight  o'clock  p.m.;  hot  and  cold  sup- 
pers up  to  11.30  p.m.  on  Saturdays,  and  11  p.m. 
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on  Sundays,  and  12.30  a.m.  on  all  other  days; 
and  liquors,  tea  and  coffee  up  to  one  o'clock 
A.M.;  after  which  no  orders  of  any  kind  can  be 
received,  unless  specially  authorized  by  the 
Active  Committee  of  the  week,  on  timely  appli- 
cation in  writing  to  the  Secretary.  Members 
ordering  dinner  or  luncheon  will  fill  up  their 
order  bill  themselves  and  not  employ  the 
waiters  to  do  so. 


CARD  AND  BILLIARD  ROOMS. 

The  regulations  as  to  charges,  etc.,  etc.,  in  the 
card  and  billiard  rooms  shall  be  made  as  re- 
quired by  the  Committee.  The  upstairs  card 
and  billiard  room  may  be  reserved  for  private 
parties,  for  which  a  charge  of  $2.50  will  be 
made. 

No  card  or  bilHard  playing  will  be  allowed  on 
Sundays. 

Strangers  are  not  permitted  to  play  in  the 
lower  billiard  room,  or  to  play  cards  in  the  card 
room. 

The  upstairs  billiard  room,  when  not  reserved, 
is  set  apart  for  the  use  of  strangers  who  have 
lunched  or  dined  with  a  member,  and  not  other- 
wise. If  reserved,  a  charge  of  $2.50  will  be 
exacted. 
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LADIES'  ROOMS. 


Two  rooms  at  the  westerly  end  of  the  building 
are  appropriated  for  the  entertainment  of  ladies 
by  members,  one  to  be  used  as  a  reception  room 
and  the  other  as  a  dining-room. 

Any  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  intro- 
ducing ladies  to  any  meal  in  the  roon/s  set  apart 
for  them,  provided  he  accompanies  them. 

In  order  to  make  proper  arrangements  for 
tables,  etc.,  members  are  requested,  as  far  as 
possible,  to  notify  the  steward  by  11  o'clock  in 
the  morning  for  lunch  and  by  3  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  for  dinner,  the  number  of  guests  they 
are  entertaining  in  the  ladies'  rooms,  and  the 
time  lunch  or  dinner  is  required. 


HOUSE  DIKING  ROOMS. 

The  house  dining  rooms  are  appropriated 
for  house  dinners  on  such  days  as  the  Com- 
mittee may  decide;  on  all  other  ilays,  any 
member  may  engage  the  rooms  for  a  party  of 
not  less  than  six,  provided  he  gives  previous 
notice  to  the  Steward,  who  shall  report  it  to 
the  Manager;  and  on  days  when  the  rooms  are 
not  engaged,  parties,  if  not  less  than  four,  can 
dine  in  the  rooms,  subject  to  their  being  occu- 
pied by  others  if  required. 


REGULATIONS. 
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The  lower  house  dining  room  can  be  used  for 
ladies'  dinners,  provided  the  party  is  not  less 
than  ten,  but  the  room  cannot  be  engaged  be- 
fore 6  p.m.  of  the  day  previous  to  which  the 
dinner  is  to  be  given,  and  this  only  when  not 
used  as  the  strangers'  room. 

Both  the  house  and  strangers  dining  rooms 
can  be  used  for  card  playing  on  the  following 
conditions:  If  required  for  dinner  or  supper, 
the  room  must  be  vacated  one  hour  and  a  half 
before  required  for  either  meal.  A  charge  of  $2.50 
will  be  exacted  for  an  afternoon  or  an  evening, 
unless  a  private  and  special  luncheon  or  (  ner  of 
eight  is  ordered  in  one  of  these  rooms,  which 
case  no  extra  charge  will  be  made  for  the  room 
should  the  same  party  remain  to  play  cards 
afterwards. 


DRESSING  ROOM. 

Portmanteaus,  bags  or  baggage  of  any  kind 
must  be  taken  away  immediately  after  use,  and 
not  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Club  House  for 
future  use. 

No  servant  of  the  Club  is  to  be  employed  by 
any  member  to  clean  clothes,  or  to  assist  him  in 
dressing. 

No  servant  of  a  member  is  allowed  to  go  into 
any  other  room  than  the  dressing  room,  and 
then  only  to  assist  his  master  in  dressing. 
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REGULATIONS. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

No  pamphlet,  advertisement,  or  advice  of  any 
kind  will  be  laid  on  the  tables,  or  put  in  the 
Uub  by  a  member;  but  any  pamphlet,  etc., 
which  It  may  be  wished  to  make  known  to  the 
Club,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  to  be  laid 
before  the  Committee  for  approval. 

No  eatables  beyond  a  sandwich,  toast  or  bis- 
cuit will  be  allowed  in  any  room  except  the 
coffee  room,  hquse  dining  rooms,  and  ladies' 
dining  room. 

No  members,  except  on  special  dutv,  will  be 
allowed  m  the  bar,  or  to  go  down  to  "the  base- 
ment story  of  the  house. 

Any  Club  property  which  may  be  broken  or 
injured  by  members  is  to  be  paid  for  by  them 

Fortnightly  guests  may  not  entertain  guests 
unless  they  be  members. 


The  Committee  may  add  to  or  alter  any  of 
the  foregoing  regulations  as  occasion  may  arise 
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
